Imip-unisation  against  Diphtheria . 

At  the  end  of  the  year  962  children  (67,5%)  had  been 
iramnnised  against  Diphtheria  at  some  time  in  their  lives;  of  thes 
84  had  completed  treatment  during  1948.  These  figures  are 
probably  not  quite  accurate  for  a  number  of  parents  will  have  had 
their  children  Immunised  privately  by  their  family  doctor  the- 
records  of  which  are  not  available.

In  sume  parts  of  the  Rural  District  water  supplies  were  not 
altogether  satisfactory  in  regard  to  either  quantity  or  quality. 
Private  owners  of  water  supplie.,  have  been  cooperative  for  -uhe 
most  part  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  Leeadway  had  been  made  towards 
bringing  about  improvements;  inrleed  considerable  progress  had 
been  made  towards  providing  the  pav'.vjh  of  Staint ondale  with  a 
public  water  supply  from  the  bore  holes  ab  Ravenscar. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

For  the  Southern  part  of  the  area  plans  were  in  progress  for 
establishing  much  needed  sewage  and  drainage  schemes  and  at  the 
date  of  preparation  of  this  report  contracts  had  been  invited  for 
the  provision  of  an  extensive  scheme  to  serve  the  Seamer,  Irton 
and  Ay ton  areas.

Sav/don  spring  failed  during  the  year,  and  v;ater  was  carried 
by  the  N.F.S.  A  new  scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  for 
the  village  to  be  supplied  from  Troutsdale  (Snainton).
